In  glancing  over  the  name*  o I 
the  leaders  in  our  state  and  South¬ 
land  it  is  startling  to  note  that 
above  SO  per  cent  of  our  business 
and  processional  men  are  grad¬ 
uates  or  denominational  schools. 

For  a  long  time  in  the  early  his¬ 
tory  of  our  nation  all  institutions 
of  higher  learning  were  both  in¬ 
spired  and  supported  by  some  re¬ 
ligious  group. 

Even  now  when  our  state  sup¬ 
ported  schools  are  coming  to  the 
front,  much  of  the  inspiration  for 
their  foundation  and  support  can 
be  directly  traced  to  the  influence 
of  chrUtisn  men  and  women. 

With  all  the  increase  outlay  of 
finances  and  equipment  that  the 
politically  supported  schools  have, 
there  Is  lacking  that  Christian  at¬ 
mosphere  and  emphasis  upon  the 
deveiboment  of  the  spiritual  .side 
of  life  which  contributes  so  much 
in  the  development  of  genuine 
character. 

Indeed,  we  cannot  help  but  won¬ 
der  if  much  of  the  corruption  and 
dishonesty  that  is  so  flagrant 
among  our  national  leaders  today, 
does  nut  stem  from  the  fact  that 
we  as  a  nation  no  longer  feel  the 
need  of  these  spiritual  safeguards 
and  no  longer  seek  Divide  leader¬ 
ship. 

As  a  man,  I  am  truly  grateful 
for  the  influence  that  Mississippi 
Baptists  had  in  my  development, 
and  as  a  parent  I  am  doubly

Simultaneous 
Revival  Perils

We  are  making  progress  in  con¬ 
ducting  simultaneous  revivals.  T^e 
plan  is  too  well  proven  and  too 
widely  adapted  and  used  to  be  de¬ 
nied  as  most  effective.  Baptists 
have  used,  it  for  over  a  d  o  s  e  n 
years  over  widespread  areas;  ci¬ 
ties,  counties,  districts,  states,  the 
whole  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
territory,  and  in  countries  over 
seas  —others  have  caught  the  cue 
from  Baptists. 

Even  as  it  has  been  said,  "Li¬ 
quor  has  many  defenders,  but  no 
defense,"  we  might  say  simultan¬ 
eous  revivals  have  many  critica, 
but  no  criticism. 

1.  These  critics  constitute  the 
first-line  perils  of  simultaneous  re¬ 
vivals.  When  a  critic  sets  himself, 
he  is  interesting  to  behold  He  can

State  Dept.  Pledges  Aid 

Dr.  George  W.  Sadler,  secreta¬ 
ry  for  Africa,  Europe  and  the 
Near  East  for  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Foreign  Mission  Board,  and 
Dr.  J.  M.  Dawson,  executive  sec¬ 
retary  for  the  Baptist  Joint  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Public  Affairs,  have 
called  on  officials  of  the  State  De¬ 
partment  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  to 
talk  about  the  problem  of  religious 
oppression  in  Spain. 

The  interviews  were  arranged 
after  Dr.  Sadler  received  a  letter 
from  Dr.  J.  D.  Hughey,  Jr.,  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  missionary  to  Europe, 
who  said  “disturbing  news  comes 
from  Spain."  Three  problems  were 
discussed:  (1)  the  closing  of  a 
Baptist  church  in  Lerida,  (2)  the 
fining  of  a  Baptist  pastor  and  a 
member  of  his  congregation  in 
Madrid,  and  (2)  the  difficulty  of 
purchasing  property.

1.  The  Baptist  church  in  Leri- 
da,  Spain,  was  closed  on  April  9 
by  order  of  the  Governor  on  the 
pretext  that  services  had  never 
been  authorised.  For  more  than 
two  years,  services  had  been  held 
in  an  apartment  rented  for  the 
purpose.  Permission  was  request¬ 
ed  in  April,  1850;  and,  though 
there  was  no  written  reply,  the 
pastor  was  given  to  understand  by 
the  secretary  of  the  Governor  that 
services  could  be  held. 

When  it  became  necessary  a  few  ; 
months  ago  to  leave  the  rented 
apartment,  a  member  of  the 
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Mrs.  Parka,  a  resident  of  Clin¬ 
ton  for  the  last  10  years,  formerly 
lived  In  Jackson,  Philadelphia  and 
Uinona.  She  was  bom  and  reared 
la  Montgomery  county,  She  waa 
the  widow  of  the  late  J.  T.  Park a 
of  Winona  and  la  the  mother  of 
Mrs.  D  A.  McCall.

1  was 
all  thumb*.  He  had  to  help  me  fit 
the  mask  over  my  nose. 

Our  high  Dying  with  MATS  (no 
relation  to  a  magic  carpet  except 
[by  imagination)  waa  not  only  lit¬ 
eral.  »t  was  even  figurative. 
When  Chief  of  Air  Force  Chap¬ 
lains  Major  Genera]  Charles  1. 
Carpenter  invited  me  to  go  to  Ko¬ 
rea  for  an  Easter  preaching  mis¬ 
sion,  I  expected  bucket  teats  and 
K  rations.  I  packed  like  a  man 
who  was  going  to  camp  in  the  wil¬ 
derness.  My  wife  even  threw  in 
some  food  to  keep  me  from  starv¬ 
ing. 

As  a  matter  of  record  I  have 
eaten  more  steaks  in  the  first 
week  of  this  trip  than  I  knew  exist¬ 
ed.  The  plane's  bucket  seats  turn¬ 
ed  out  to  be  foam  rubber  with 
hunks  for  eight  of  the  twenty 
aboard.  I  have  reverted  to  child¬ 
hood  and  take  afternoon  naps 
(which,  alas,  means  I  have  to  let 
somebody  else  sleep  in  the  bunk  at 
night.) 

The  K  rations  have  become 
chicken,  stexk,  ham,  and  roast 
beef  in  the  ice  box.  We  do  not  eat 
off  of  t-ays  in  our  laps  like  com¬ 
mon  airline  passengers;  we  i ire 
served  courses  at  a  table. 

I  have  only  one  complaint.  If  I 
had  brought  my  electric  raxor,  1 
could  not  use  it  —  the  current  is

utes  wb.le  the  Pacific  was  criss¬ 
crossed  11,326  times. 

MATS  maintains  air  bases  all 
over  the  world.  Its  weather  planes 
help  the  weather  men  predict  to¬ 
morrow's  temperatures  in  Pusan, 
Kwajalein,  and  Nashville.  MATS 
helicopters  have  retrieved  112 
United  Nations  soldiers  from  be¬ 
hind  Communist  lines  in  Korea.  By 
MATS  the  wounded  are  rushed  to 
base  hospitals.  A  line  officer  of 
the  Korean  War  aaid,  "They  have 
saved  thousands  of  lives  by  get¬ 
ting  the  wounded  out  quickly." 

MATS  is  another  of  our  coun¬ 
try's  unsung  achievements  which 
ought  to  make  all  oi  us  proud.  As 
a  nation  we  can  do  anything  we 
really  want  to  do  —  almost  that  is, 
as  the  following  experience  illus¬ 
trates: 

From  Travis  Air  Force  Base  in 
California  we  took  off  in  our  C-54 
for  Honolulu  at  exactly  10:10  p. 
m.  The  C-54  which  followed  us  at 
10:20  did  all  right  for  400  miles. 
Then  one  motor  failed.  Then  the 
second  motor  on  the  same  aide 
failed. 

We  listened  over  our  plane's  ra¬ 
dio  as  the  pilot  planned  to  ditch  in 
•he  octan.  We  heard  the  crackle 
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Baptist  Bibla  Institute,  Lakeland, 
Florida,  announces  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  new  department  of  Vis¬ 
ual  Arts,  to  be  headad  by  the 
Rev.  O.  S.  WiMiams  of  North 
Caroline.

But  it  would  probably 
be  on  page  one  if  a  man  bit  a 
dog.  That's  the  unusual.  If  some¬ 
thing  unusual  or  extra  Important 
happens  send  it.  But  do  not  send 
in  ordinary  every  day  happenings 
that  occur  over  and  over  again 

2.  Don’t  fail  to  be  brief.  Don’t 
get  sore  if  we  help  you  to  be 
brief.  Each  week  the  Baptist  Rec¬ 
ord  has  much  more  material  than 
It  ran  possibly  publish  'That’s 
why  we  condense  most  articles. 
It's  either  condense  and  let  every¬ 
body  have  a  hearing  or  publish 
your  article  with  many  adjectives 
and  other  superfluous  words  aod 
leave  the  other  fellow  completely 
out.  If  you  were  in  his  place,  you 
wouldn’t  want  to  be  left  out.  So  we 
try  to  leave  nobody  out. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  char¬ 
acterise  a  particular  revival  as  the 
greatest  ever  held.  We  usually  get 
two  or  three  articles  a  week  de¬ 
scribing  revivals  as  the  greatest.

to  the  U.  S.  Embassy  against  an 
Interior  Mlnlitry  order  renewing 
his  residence  permit  but  stipulat¬ 
ing  that  he  “perform  no  rebgious 
activities.” 

Mr.  Scorsa  said  that  the  restric¬ 
tion  "paralyses  fruitful  missiona¬ 
ry  work." 

The  American  clergyman  was 
sent  to  this  country  by  the  Italian 
Gospel  Association,  an  independent 
Chicago  (Ill.)  Baptist  organization, 
to  estabUsh  Baptist  missions  la 
Calabria  Province.

D.  C.— <RNS)—  An 
important  step  in  aiding  Biblical 
scholars  has  been  announced  by 
the  Library  of  Congress  here. 

The  library  has  completed  the 
microfilming  of  the  Hebraic  Union 
catalog.  A  total  of  80,722  cards 
were  photographed  on  twenty-six 
KXPfoot  reels  of  film.  This  catalog, 
by  the 

1‘brary,  gives  the  location  of 
books  and  ancient  manuscripts  in 
the  Hebrew  language  in  over  700 
libraries  and  research  collections.
